Not only does the new loud speaker 
send out voices from two aides at the 
same time, but it has no need for 
horns-

One of the first uses for this in- 
strument is its installation in the tour- 
ist camping; grounds here- 
It is be- 
ing uted to furnish entertainment »o 
the motorists, broadcast by the city. 
The device consist 
of two 
large 


coils of wire mounted close together 
and separated by a thin aluminum 
diaphragm. There are no permanent 
magnet* in It, and it merely causer 
the diaphragm to 
vibrate 
directly 
through 
radial interaction of 
the 


magnetic fields produced by the colls. 


A loud speaker without horns, and 
sending out sounds in two directions, 
Is the invention of Dr. C. W. Hew- 
lett, of Schenectady.

Murders of Japs Not Due To 


Anti-Japanese Feeling In CaL

SAX FRANCISCO. June 28.—There 
is no connection between the deaths 
by violence of three Japanese 'n the 
Southern p*rt4of this state .xnd the 
recent demonstration in which white 
residents of a l*s Angeles suburb 
tried to compel a Japanese resident 
to vacate his home. Neither to ther« 
any perceptible ^anti-Japanese feeUnf; 
to te found anywhere in California. 
Official word to this effect in all prob- 
ability will be cabled to the Tokio 
government some time todiy by the 
Japanese consul general, at San Fran 
csco. 


The two Japapes* found shot to 
death a few days ago near San Pedro 
Calif, their faces bearing almost iden- 
tical marks of terrible 
mutilation 
were slain by their own «.ountrymeil 
•• the resurt of a feud within the 
"Shakka party," a Japanese organ- 
ization whfcn' for year* HM coatfoiled 
gambling and vice operations among 
Orientals of the Pacific Coast. 


The body of a third Japanese, found 


crushed to death beneath the 800 foot 
Arroyo Seco bridge near Pasadena, 
was that of a Japen*e realtor of LOB 
Angeles, who took hin own life be- 
cause of financial reverses. 


Also the recent attack on a Jap- 
anese automobile dealer in the Bel- 
vedere section of Los Angeles was the 
culmination of a neighborhood quar- 
rel which had Its incentive Jp differ- 
ences between chldren and was not 
an outbreaking 
of any pronounced 


anti-Japanese feeling. 
These facts have been ascertained 
through

now being made by the Japanese con- 
sulate general and the Japanese As- 
sociation of California, which were

"All Indication* are that they 
were slain M the result of a quarrel 
with other gambler members of the 
same clique who lured them to a 
lonely spot near San Pedro, to carry 
out the murder*.

Drivers To Blame, 
Most of these "freak" accidents

can't reach the car as faat with a full 
car as they could without an extra 
passenger.

IRELAND TRIES TO REGAIN 
ITS EXPORT EGG TRADE 


DUBLIN, June 27.—Patrick Ho- 
gan, the Free State minister for lands 
and agriculture, has introduced into 
the Ball a bill to regulate the export 
of eggs. Eggs are one of the most im- 
portant of Irish exports, and the in- 
dustry has recently shown signs of 
deterioration. In 1»J1 Ireland export- 
ed 460,000,000 worth of eggs, poultry 
and feathers, the value of the export 
being second only to that of cattle. 
For the year ended starch 10. 1924, 
the Free State export of eggs was only 
about flT.000,000. Part of the dim- 
inution is attributed to a fall in prices 
and the expansion of opportunity for 
continental competitors since the war 
Before the w«r the Irish export'was 
more than SO per cent, greater than 
the Danish. Now it is less. 
Under Mr- Hogan's bill all eggs for 
export must be collected in premise* 
registered by the ministry of agricul- 
ture, tested and shaded under official 
suprvison and packed in standard 
boxes. It is hoped by abolishing de- 
fective packing and pradlng to double 
the Irish egg export.

Many superstitions cluster around the color of 


the hone. A noted American breeder and racer 
will never buy a horse that has a single white 
hair on his body. 
This runs back to a very 


ancient idea that the white horse "is watery and 
phlegmatic, and consequently dull and soft" The 
Hungarians hold a firm belief that a man mount- 
ed upon a black horse is niore successful in war 
than when upon a hone of any other color. But 
in France a black hone is considered unlucky. 
Some hold for good luck attaching to a hone 
with a white stocking on the near hind-foot, and 
especially if he has a star on his forehead. There 
may have been a natural association between 
white hones and spectral or fairy-hones, for ft is 
a very common idea in Ireland and Scotland that 
the "little people" have their hones, and count- 
less tale* are related of the spectral horses that 
have appeared at critical time* in history. The 
Valkyries; the beautiful maidens of Scandinavian 
mythology, are supposed to be mounted upon 
beautiful white hones, notable f or swiftoss*, so 
that they may snatch up the alam In battle and 
bear them quickly to Valhalla.

The Bible has many passage* «*«"»**» 
angelic horses, one of the most striking beta* 
that picture of the fiery chariot, with h»r****r 
fire, which bore Elijah from the earth,_1W 
prophet Zachariah was especially fond of vMons 
of hones, telling about a man riding up« a red 
horse in the first chapter of his book, and ina 
second vision speaking of four chariots, pttued 
bv red horses, black hones, white hones, and 
graled and bar hone*.

Horse, the great hollow wooden horse built by 
the Greeks so that they might capture Troy. One 
authority suggests that it should be caued th* 
-Grecian Mare," for it was built by the Greek*, 
and according to the description by Virgfl, it was 
a mare, not a hone. After the oravest of tha 
Grecian warriors had been concealed within it 
the huge beast was taken into Troy. At nlghf 
those within made their way to the gates of th*) 
city and opened them to their Grecian friend*. 
The most famous hone in history was only a 
wooden hone, but it caused the fall of Troy, ft 
was a huge hobby-hone, which brings up As) 
question of that very well-known animal. 


The hobby-horse was not a mere toy for chil- 


dren, but the Puritans regarded it a* daogeroos 
to the soul and fought for its banishment from 
the May games. It was probably connected wftfe 
the worship of Neptune, for the early hobby* 
hone was a sea-going animal.

comes about as near being absolute- 
ly safe as any security can be After 
that investment authorities have rat- 
ing systems whereby thej grade se- 
curities according to their particular 
notion of their relative safety. Xo two 
authorities agree in all respects as to 
these ratings 
Ssecurities with an active market 
may be roughly classified according 
to the return 
they .promise on the 
money invested 
In a general way 
the higher the return the greater the 
risk i although to this rule there are 
exceptions. 
More important still this question 


of relative safety is never perman- 
ently settled. 
These same rating ex- 


perts continually revise 
their esti- 
mate*. A bond they grade "A" may 
be reduced to '"B" six monthe hence 
or visa versa. Perhaps the point can 
best be illustrated 
by taking 
two 
stocks, one the New Haven and the 
other United States Steel. 
Twenty- 
years ago the New Haven sold around 
12 a share and was considered a 
conservative investment while United 
States Steel was selling under $10 a 
share and considered highly specul 
atlve and at that time both these esti- 
mates were correct. Today the situa- 
tion is reversed. 
The moral to-all this is that every 
investment list ought to be periodi- 
cally revised, certainlv once a year 
and preferably once every Blx month" 
It is not necessary to make Constant 
changes, in your investments. 
It Is 


necessary to t,ake stock from time to 
time and cneider whether changes in 
fundamental conditions may not have 
made advisable the sale of some se- 
curities and the purchase of others- 
Obviously this re-view can be under- 
taken only by eome one well qualified 
for that purpose 
That is the busi- 
ness of an investment banker and or- 
dinarily he should be the one to con- 
sult but as has been eaid previously 
in these articles you should use the 
same care in the selection of your in- 
vestment adviser as you do in pick- 
ing your lawyer or your doctor Take 
advice only frnj those fitted by train- 
ing and experience and with long re- 
cords for conservatism
